On the whole , the correct etymological derivation 
of tho word alaka was hidden to sanskrit scholars aa it 
was nstural that they tried to derive each word on the 
batia of root, which as 1t is well known, is often fer 
fetched.

Sanskrit literature ia very rich in deseription of beauty 
of nature and women. Almost all great posts have desori bed 
each and every part of women and in this way have tried to 
delineate Srngare rasa in their Kavyas. In fact, the 

Geseription of ‘ nakhasikha’ was one of the main aspects 


of Kavya literature. 


In the present work, only the hairdressing has been 
selected tor discussion. Moreover, it has been limited 
into the period of ancient India. Occasionally, the 
desorption of other perlods are touched here and there to 
make the particuler aspect of hairstyle more clear. A number 
of writers have written on Indian Cosmetios writers exch a8 
Dr. 48. Altekar, Dr. Vasudeva Sarena Agatwala, Dr. Bhaewat 
Saran Upadhyaya, Dr. Motithandre , Dr.G.3.Churye and others 
have touched ancient hairstyle here and there in their 
esteemed works, But there is not a single book which deals 
with the subject in entirety.Thepresent work is an humble

At first, the general characteristics of hair fmm 
the point of Sanskrit poets v6 analysed and discussed. 
The different hairstyles found in Sanskrit literature 
are fully disoussed, Some types of hairstyles such as 
Kumbhi bandhaka panicacida, cokorekesapasa eto. have been 


dilustrated for the first time. 


Varieties of venis are also described and their effect 
on human figure is indicated. The different aspects of alaka is

aiso fully discussed, The correctmeaning of the word aleka 
is for the first time pointed out in this thesis. Flowers 
and ornaments used in hair by women in ancient India have 
been clearly mentioned, and their importance has been 
underiined. A number of hair ornamenta such as 'Sikhavyala’ 
and ° Si reagjaéleke' ete. have been brought into clear 
perspective for the first time. A comparison of hairstyle 
of women in ancient India with that of ancient Greece, Rome, 
and some of the eastern countries has been made. The 
effect of ancient hairatyle on mediaveal age is displayed. 
Archaeological evidences have been borrowed to mke this 
thesis more explicit.

In this Kegarachana the hair was arranged into an artistic | 
bundle exactly in the shape of a * kumbha' It appears heavy 
in welght and big in size. Yomen used to add some padding 

or stuffing , false or borrowed heir was applied to 

prepare this style of coiffure.

Kalidasa also depicts this style of hair after

The 
origin of this word is not clear .According to V..S,Agrawal 
it was a desi word or it might heave its origin in some 
language of south. The origin of the word dhammilla is 

‘dramida ' which is the ancient name of Tamil Nadu. But 
phonetically it is rather difficult to commect 'Dhamnillat 
and ‘dramida’ together It was used in Sanskrit literature 
mostly by the sanskrit poets of south. Later on other 

poets started introducing this word in their works end 

thus it became one of the most popular form of hairdressing 


as is clear from aom archaeological evidences.

The greek women, to judge by existing 
monuments, followed en extra ordinary variety of fashions 
(seefigure 54) The point seems generally to have been 
to cover the forshead as much as possible. One of the 


commonest modes of wearing the hair was to draw it back

It was, in general, merely 
parted, or fastened up in a knot on the neok, or woven in 
tresses arranged round the front of the head. Brides 
were their hair in a peculiar fashion, arrenged in six 
braids and wrapped in a red handkerohief . To attract 
attenticn by an unsuual coiffure was thought to be in 
bad taste. But towaris the end of the republican age, the 
old fashioned simplicity in dressing . The hair aise 
appeared, a8 it did in other matters of dress. Foreien 
arts, eapecially those of Greece andAsia, found more 
and more acceptance. During the Imperial period, when the 
arrengement of the hair formed a most important part of a 
?.dy*s totlet, no rule waa observedbut what individual 
vaprice and varying fashion dictated, end the wildest 
and most tasteless fashions were introduced ( see _firure 55) 
False hair came into use, aS well as ointment and 
curling irons, "alse heir was used sometimes, in making 
up the high colffures at one time in fashion, and 
sometines for perruques, ani hence,a regular trade was set 
up in the hair of Roman ladies sometimes following a 
Greek fashion, Roman ladies tried by artificial means to
